Privy Council, have Adjourned, and hereby Adjourn Our ſaid current Par- 
liament, trom the ſaid Fourth day ot April next, to the fourth day of May 
thereafter, Requiring hereby all the Members thereof to attend at Edinburehb 
the ſaid day in the uſual manner, and under the accuſtomed C 
by Law appointed. OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and We charge 
you ſtrictly, and Command, that incontinent thir Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to 
the Mercat croſs of Edinburgh, and to the Mercat croſſes of the remanent 
Head. burgbs of the reſpective Shires and Stewartries of this Our ancient 
Kingdom, and there in Our Name and Authority, make publick Inti- 
mation, that Our ſaid Parliament is Adjourned to the ſaid Fourth day of 
May next to come: And Ordains thir Preſents to be Printed and publiſhed.
